The killing was allegedly 
captured on video and posted 
to the Internet, and Montreal 
pohce confirmed to Metro 
Wednesday they are aware of 
the video and have seized a 
copy The case is Montreal’s 
11th homicide of 2012. 

Magnotta, who pohce say 
also goes by the name Eric 
Clinton Newman and Vladi¬ 
mir Romanov, is described as 
white, five-foot-ten, weighing 
134 pounds with blue eyes and 


black hair. 

Following the grisly dis¬ 
covery at the Conservative 
Party of Canada’s headquar¬ 
ters on Albert Street, Ottawa 
police intercepted a package 
containing a hand on Tuesday 
evening at Canada Post’s main 
terminal in Ottawa. That pack¬ 
age was destined for the Lib¬ 
eral Party of Canada, Montreal 
police said. 

Both packages were mailed 
to Ottawa from Montreal, and 
police believe the body parts 
all belonged to the same male 
victim, although they are 
waiting for the results of DNA 
tests.

Family members of an Air¬ 
drie wife found dead in a 
ditch Monday had no idea 
her husband had been 
suffering from depression, 
a pastor says. 

Hayley Wourms, 23, 
husband Darren Wourms 
and their two-year-old 
son Cayden were all 
found dead near St. 
Walburg, Sask., Monday. 

A .22-calibre rifle was 
also found at the scene 
of what is presumed a 
murder-suicide. 

Darren Wourms’ 
parents indicated in a 
statement Tuesday they 
had noticed their son’s 
mental health deteri¬ 
orating within the last 
flve months — RCMP 
accompanied him to 
hospital for a psychiatric 
evaluation last month 
and he was released with 
medication. 

Those revelations 
came as a shock to 
Hayley’s parents, accord¬ 
ing to pastor and family 
friend Linda Tomlinson- 
Seebach. 

“They had absolutely 
no idea,” she said. “They 
are learning all kinds of 
things that they were not 
aware of. That’s kind of a 
double blow for them.” 

RCMP have not classi- 
fled the deaths a murder- 
suicide but are not 
pursuing any suspects in 
relation to their investi¬ 
gation. 

Darren’s family 
indicated the father, who 
by all accounts loved his 
family and worked hard 
to provide for them, had 
planned to meet with a 
counsellor Monday. 

“He was battling a 
depression that none of 
us fully understood,” the 
statement reads. “Hayley 
supported him through 
it all.”

Oilsands monitoring increases under new plan 



Alberta’s oilsands are under 
stricter environmental over¬ 
sight as the provincial and 
federal governments move 
to implement a monitoring 
plan announced earlier this 
year. 

As recommended in the 
much-anticipated plan, sci¬ 
entists are looking at more 
sites, more often and for 
more contaminants, said Al¬ 
berta Environment spokes¬ 
man Mark Cooper. 

“Both governments are 
working hard to ensure we 
have the most progressive 
and comprehensive monitor¬ 
ing system in the world,” he 
said. 


In February, federal En¬ 
vironment Minister Peter 
Kent joined his provincial 
counterpart Diana McQueen 
to announce a radical re¬ 
vamp of how environmental 
changes created by exten¬ 
sive energy development in 
northern Alberta would be 
tracked. The move came after 
years of criticism from scien¬ 
tists and others that the prov¬ 
incial government was doing 
a poorjob. 

Those charges fuelled in¬ 
creasing opposition to the 
oilsands both in Canada and 
abroad. That opposition has 
grown to the point where 
it is now affecting the prov¬ 


ince’s attempts to increase its 
energy exports. 

McQueen and Kent out¬ 
lined a three-year plan that 
aims to increase the number 
of monitoring sites by more 
than 50 per cent. The new ap¬ 
proach includes looking for 
hazardous chemicals ignored 
under the old plan and ex¬ 
tending the geographic reach 
into Saskatchewan and the 
Northwest Territories. 

Ultimately, monitors are 
also to examine biodiversity, 
animal toxicity, plant health 
and habitat disruption. 

The plan, estimated to 
eventually cost about $50 
million a year, is underway.

A homeless man whose face 
was mostly chewed off in a 
bizarre, vicious attack faces a 
bigger threat from infection 
than from the injuries them¬ 
selves, according to experts on 
facial reconstruction. 

He will require months of 
treatment to rebuild his fea¬ 
tures and be permanently dis¬ 
figured. 

Though gruesome, such 
severe facial injuries are gener¬ 
ally not life-threatening. The 
most serious risk to Ronald 
Poppo as he remained hospit¬ 
alized Wednesday were germs 
that may have been introduced 
by the bites of the naked man 
who attacked him. One of the 
65-year-old’s eyes was also

“The human mouth is 
basically filthy,” said Dr. Seth 
Thaller, the chief of plastic and 
reconstructive surgery at the 
University of Miami’s Miller 
School of Medicine. 


Police union officials repre¬ 
senting the officer said the 
scene on the MacArthur Cause¬ 
way was one of the goriest they 
had ever seen.

“Members of this group 
have spent over a year 
searching for this individual, 
who we believe is also re¬ 
sponsible for several vid¬ 
eos where animals were 
killed,” the statement read.

There, police had been 
grappling with a grisly find of 
their own — a human torso 
found stuffed into a suitcase. 

They named a suspect in 
the case on Wednesday. 

On Parliament Hill, rattled 
political staffers were keeping 
a close eye on the mail. 

“Our sympathies go out to 
the staff at the Conservative 
offices who opened the pack¬ 
age,” said New Democrat MP 
Randall Garrison. 

“Our thoughts are also 
with Canada Post employ¬ 
ees who had to deal with the 
second package containing 
human remains. 

“They were both victims of 
an outrageous and reprehen¬ 
sible act.”

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B.C. Man suspected in 
double murder killed

An armed man suspected in 
a double murder and an at¬ 
tempted murder in Burnaby, 
B.C., has been killed in a shoot¬ 
out with police. 

RCMP caught up with 
26-year-old Angus David Mitch¬ 
ell in Maple Ridge on Wednes¬ 
day, about three hours after 
issuing a pubhc warning about 
him. 

Supt. Dave Walsh said 
Mitchell was shot in a con¬ 
frontation with emergency re¬ 
sponse team officers in a rural 
area. 

Police were called after re¬ 
ports that someone had seen 
a van believed to be owned by 
Mitchell. 

RCMP said he was a suspect 
in the deaths of a man and 
woman who’d been gunned 
down in a restaurant on Sun¬ 
day and in the shooting and 
woimding of his former land¬ 
lord on Tuesday. 

Police said Mitchell had 
been evicted from his home six 
months ago, aroimd the time 
he came to legally possess a 
hunting rifle. 

Sgt. Jennifer Poimd of the 
Integrated Homicide Investiga¬ 
tion Team couldn’t say if there 
was a relationship between 



Mitchell and the two people 
who were gunned down in the 
restaurant. Poimd said there 
are several factors that appear 
to link the two crimes, includ¬ 
ing a similar weapon, but for¬ 
ensics experts need to confirm 
that. 

Insp. Tim Shields said Mitch¬ 
ell wasn’t known to police, al¬ 
though officers had once been 
called to a complaint involving 
him. Mitchell also had some 
conflict with former employ¬ 
ers and co-workers, and Shields 
said police warned them Wed¬ 
nesday morning to be on the 
lookout for the armed and un¬

The device by Japanese 
electronics maker Sharp 
Corp. works like a dosim¬ 
eter. It measures the radia¬ 
tion in one’s surroundings, 
such as on the ground or in 
the air, in two minutes. It 
does not measure radiation 
in food or water. 

People in parts of Fu¬ 
kushima are still being ex¬ 
posed to radiation higher 
than the one millisievert 
a year set as safe by Japan 
before the disaster. Stud¬ 
ies have found that cancer 
risks rise at an annual ex¬ 
posure of 100 millsieverts 
or above.

UN’s human-rights

The UN Human Rights 
Council said Wednesday its 
special session will address 
the massacre in Houla,

The massacre has 
provoked strong global 
condemnation, but it is un¬ 
likely to trigger a military 
assault similar to last year’s 
NATO-led campaign in Libya 
to oust Moammar Gadhafi.

Italy to 
rebuild area 
hit by second 
deadly quake 


Emilia Romagna 
region. Second quake 
strikes northern Italy; 
towns of Mirandola, 
Medolla and Cavezzo 
closest to epicentre 


Italian rescue workers re¬ 
moved the last earthquake 
victim from the rubble Wed¬ 
nesday, bringing the death 
toll to 17 as the government 
approved measures to rebuild 
the quake-hit area. 

It’s an area which is veiy 
crucial to Italy’s economic 
health. 

The magnitude-5.8 tremor 
north of Bologna on Tuesday 
felled old buildings and new 
factories and warehouses 
alike, many of them already 
weakened by a stronger 
quake May 20 that measured 
6.0 and killed seven people. 

In both quakes, the death 
toll consisted disproportion¬ 
ately of workers toiling in fac¬ 
tories, leading to some ques¬ 
tions about Italy’s building 
codes or possible corruption. 

“I remember with sorrow 
the deaths in Emilia, who 
died while working, mostly 
workers but also entrepre¬ 
neurs,” said Interior Minister 
Anna Maria Gancellieri. 

Prime Minister Mario Monti 
has promised the government 
would do whatever is neces¬ 
sary to rebuild the region.

WikiLeaks. Assange 
loses extradition case 


Britain’s Supreme Court has 
endorsed the extradition of 
WikiLeaks chief Julian Assange 
to Sweden, an important turn¬ 
ing point in the Internet activ¬ 
ist’s controversial career. 

Assange, 40, has spent the 
better part of two years fight¬ 
ing attempts to send him to the 
Scandinavian nation, where 
he is accused of sex crimes. 
The U.K. end of that struggle 
appeared to come to a messy 
conclusion Wednesday, with 
the nation’s highest court rul¬ 
ing five to two that the warrant 
seeking his arrest was properly 
issued — and Assange’s lawyer 
arguing that the case should be 
reopened. 

Supreme Court president 
Nicholas Philhps, speaking for 
the majority, acknowledged 
that Assange’s case “has not 
been simple to resolve,” but 
that the court had concluded 
that “the request for Mr. As¬ 
sange’s extradition has been 
lawfully made and his appeal 
against extradition is accord¬ 
ingly dismissed.” 

Assange won’t be extradited 
immediately no matter what 
happens. His lawyer, Dinah 
Rose, stood up after the verdict 
to say that the decision was 



based on evidence that was not 
argued during the appeal and 
requested time to study the 
verdict further with an eye to¬ 
ward trying to reopen the case. 

Phillips said he would give 
Rose two weeks to make her 
move. 

Even if the Supreme Court 
refuses to reopen the case, As¬ 
sange could appeal to the Euro¬ 
pean Court of Human Rights, 
although extradition experts 
have said that route wasn’t 
likely to block his removal to 
Sweden in the long run.

Webmaster gets 
8-month suspended 
sentence for not 
removing comments 

A court sentenced a Thai 
webmaster Wednesday to 
an eight-month suspended 
sentence for not moving 
quickly enough to delete 
online comments deemed 
insulting to the country’s 
royalty in a case widely 
seen as a test of freedom of 
expression in Thailand. 

While the ruling showed 
leniency, it also sent the 
message that Internet 
content in the Southeast 
Asian nation must be 
self-censored. Chiranuch 
Premchaiporn had faced 
up to 20 years in prison for 
failing to quickly remove 
10 comments others had 
posted on her Prachatai 
news website. 


She told reporters she 
found the verdict reason¬ 
able but still had thought 
she would be acquitted. 

The case drew inter¬ 
national concern over 
censorship of the Internet 
in general and the liability 
of a website operator for 
comments posted by a third 
party. 

“Today’s guilty verdict 
for Chiranuch Premchai¬ 
porn, for something some¬ 
body else wrote on her 
website, is a serious threat 
to the future of the Internet 
in Thailand,” Taj Meadows, 
Asia Pacific spokesman 
for Internet services giant 
Google, said by e-mail. 

“Telephone companies 
are not penahzed for things 
people say on the phone 
and responsible website 
owners should not be pun¬ 
ished for comments users 
post on their sites,” he

Amputees in Sierra 
Leone rejoice at 
ex-warlord's 
sentencing 


Amputees still struggling to 
lead normal lives years after 
being mutilated by rebels in Si¬ 
erra Leone hailed the decision 
at The Hague on Wednesday to 
sentence the man who backed 
those rebels, ex-Liberian 
president Charles Taylor, to 50 
years m prison. 

In a landmark ruling by the 
Special Court on Sierra Leone 
last month, Taylor became the 
first former head of state since 
the aftermath of World War II 
to be convicted. The 64-year-old 
Taylor was found guilty on 11 
coimts of aiding and abetting 
the Revolutionaiy United Front 
rebels in Sierra Leone, who 
murdered and mutilated tens 
of thousands of people during 
this coimtry’s 11-year brut^ 
civil war which ended m 2002. 

People maimed in the war 
gathered in the Sierra Leonean 
capital Wednesday to watch the 
proceedings of the Taylor trial 
via a live feed from The Hague, 
and rejoiced when judges in 
The Netherlands announced 
the 50-year sentence. 

“That makes me the happi¬ 
est person on Earth,” said Ali- 
mami Kanu, whose right hand 
was hacked off by the RUF 
when he was 11 years old.

Taylor is an ex-warlord 
whose rebel forces 
invaded Liberia in 1989, 
marking the start of that 
country’s vicious civil war.

Leyma Gbowee calls herself 
an ordinary Liberian mother 
of six. But without her mass 
women’s movement, Liberia’s 
civil war would still be raging. 
Gbowee’s “peace warriors” 
have given African women 
a higher profile, too — and 
Liberia’s president is now a 
woman. But with the excep¬ 
tion of former president 
Gharles Taylor, Liberia’s 
warlords remain free. 

Charles Taylor is the tirst- 
ever head of state to be con¬ 
victed by the International 
Criminal Court. Do you feel 
vindicated? 

When someone has been 
terrorizing communities, and 
your community has been 
violated, of course you’re re¬ 
lieved he has been convicted. 
It doesn’t matter that Taylor 
has been convicted for war 
crimes he committed in Sierra 
Leone, not Liberia. We’ve 
waited for a long time, so 
we’re happy. There’s a sense 
that justice has finally been 
served, and that Taylor will 
pay for his crime. 

Are sex strikes an effective 
strategy to end wars? 

They’re effective in the sense 
that they get people’s atten¬ 
tion. Sex is an exotic thing, 
and many people would say 
it’s a taboo subject. But when 
someone dares to bring it to 


the attention of the pubhc, it 
has two results. People start 
sa 3 dng, “Who’s this person do¬ 
ing this?” and they start ask¬ 
ing why the person is using 
sex to highlight an issue. And 
it gets men thinking. There 
are a lot of good men out 
there! The percentage of men 
who wage war is very small. 
Good men outnumber evil 
men, but why are they silent? 
Our strategy helps the good 
men because it gives them a 
reason to take action. 

So it’s not the sex strike per 
se, but the support it gives 
good men, that makes it an 
effective strategy? 

Yes. Every man is interested 
in the act of sex. We withheld 
sex from our spouses to get 
attention, and our husbands 
obviously noticed. We said, 
“We need you to take a

Stand.” And they did. 

How many other alleged 
Liberian war criminals are 
there who should also face 
justice? 

That’s the biggest debate 
in Liberia right now. Since 
Taylor’s conviction there has 
been a lot of discussion about 
the role former warlords still 
play in Liberia. In the case of 
Prince Johnson, people are 
sa 3 dng that he, too, should be 
brought to justice. We need to 
start the conversation about 
people’s role in the Liberian 
civil war and what should be 
done with them. 

Prince Johnson has since 
become a member of parlia¬ 
ment in Liberia. 

The difference in African 
politics versus politics in the 
West is that people tend to

rally around their identity. 
Liberia is no exception. Some 
people, including myself, 
don’t want a person who 
committed some of the worst 
atrocities in our civil war as 
a member of parhament, but 
if you ask the people of his 
tribe, they see him as a hero. 

Madeleine Albright likes to 
say that the world wouldn’t 
be a better place if women 
were in charge — it would 
be like high school all over 
again. Do you agree? 

It would be a much better 
place than it is now. Are all 
men bad? No. But I think 
when it comes to world pol¬ 
itics, women bring something 
uniquely different to the 
table. Men often have values 
and principles, but politics 
tends to override them. Pol¬ 
itics isn’t a popularity contest; 
it’s about achieving lasting 
changes. That’s what women 
are good at.

Dutch Disease. Two 

studies take differing 
views on resource 
exports and long-term 
economic growth 


On tlie eve of NDP Leader Tom 
Mulcair’s visit to Alberta’s oil- 
sands, a new report backs his 
claim that Canada’s economy 
suffers from a form of Dutch 
Disease. 

A study released Wednesday 
by the Pembina Institute says 
Canada has come down with a 
unique strain of the phenom¬ 
enon, dubbed “oilsands fever,” 
that is producing near-term 
economic benefits that are 
often overstated. 

The report says these bene¬ 
fits are spread unevenly across 
the coimtry and could be hid-

ing economic turmoil down 
the road. But another report by 
a different group says Canada’s 
oil-and-gas industiy is spread¬ 
ing the wealth by using the 
money earned from booming 
exports to buy goods and servi¬ 
ces from the rest of the coimtry. 

The two reports were re¬ 
leased simultaneously as Mul¬ 
cair prepares to embark on his 
first tour of the oilsands. 

The NDP chief has been 
lambasted by western premiers 
and the federal Conservatives 
for suggesting oil exports raise 
the v^ue of the Canadian dol¬ 
lar, which in turn hurts the 
economy in other parts of the 
country. 

The phenomenon is dubbed 
the “Dutch Disease” in refer¬ 
ence to the manufacturing de¬ 
cline that occurred in the Neth¬ 
erlands after a boom in natural 
gas exports in the 1970s. 

“The result appears to be 
a uniquely Canadian strain of 
the Dutch Disease that could 
be called ‘oilsands fever’ — a 
strain that is beginning to cre¬ 
ate clear winners and losers in 
Canada’s economy and could 
pose a significant risk to Can¬ 
ada’s competitiveness in the 
emerging, clean energy econ¬ 
omy,” the report says. 

A separate report also re¬ 
leased Wednesday by the Mac- 
donald-Laurier Institute found 
all provinces will enjoy benefits 
from oil- and gas-rich western 
provinces that far outweigh 
any iU effects from a higher 
Canadian dollar. “While the so- 
called ‘Dutch Disease’ mechan¬ 
ism may operate, in practice it 
is partially (perhaps more than 
fuUy) offset by the gains to the 
overall Canadian economy 
documented by these studies,” 
the report says.

Europe. Banking union 
proposed for eurozone 


The European Union’s execu¬ 
tive office on Wednesday 
said the 17-country eurozone 
needs a “banking union” that 
can centrally oversee and 
— if needed — bail out the 
sector, which has become a 
weak link in the continent’s 
financial system. 

Fears that the cost of bank 
rescues could cause govern¬ 
ments to need bailouts of 
their own have been fueling 
Europe’s debt crisis in recent 
months. 

Spain is in a particularly 
bad situation because its 
banks are not only holding 
massive amounts of shaky 
government bonds but also 
sitting on huge losses on 
real estate investments. The 
country’s borrowing rates 
have hit record highs this 


week as investors worry it 
does not have the money to 
save its banks. One of them 
asked for $23.6 billion US 
last week. 

But Europe’s attempts 
to address the weakness of 
some countries’ banking sec¬ 
tors has been hindered by 
the lack of a central author¬ 
ity with the power to tell 
banks what to do to improve 
their balance sheets. That 
power remains in the hands 
of the dozens of national 
regulators. 

Highlighting the urgency 
of the issue, the European 
Commission suggested Wed¬ 
nesday that regulation of 
the entire eurozone banking 
sector be done centrally and 
that the cost of bailouts be 
shared, the associated press 


CP Rail. Back-to-work bill 
speeds through Commons 


Back-to-work legislation 
designed to end a CP Rail 
strike and get freight mov¬ 
ing likely won’t pass in 
the Senate until Thursday 
at the earliest, despite its 
overnight passage in the 
House of Commons. 

MPs voted just before 
1:30 a.m. Wednesday to 
pass Bill C-39, ordering 
4,800 Canadian Pacific 
engineers and conductors 
back to work after a week- 
long strike. 

Labour Minister Lisa 
Raitt said the labour dis¬ 
pute must end quickly be¬ 
cause of the toll it’s taking 
on the economy. The Harp¬ 
er government used its ma¬ 
jority to force the legisla¬ 
tion through the House of 
Commons in a single day. 

Even before the Senate 



began sitting Wednesday, 
the Conservative Senate 
leader was accusing the 
Liberal minority of ob¬ 
structing Bill C-39’s pas¬ 
sage.

When we were first taking a 
look at this film, my hope was 
that there would be a more 
comedic, lighter element that’s 
definitely something I’m in¬ 
terested in exploring further. 
Doing a little more comedy 
and being a little more light¬ 
hearted. 

You sort of play the straight 
woman to all of the carnage, 
though. 

You know, you’re right. But 
hopefully audiences can relate 
to Maddy and go on this jour¬ 
ney with her as she’s discov¬ 
ering the piranha and inter¬ 
acting with all these kooky 
characters. I think I get the best 
of both worlds. 

The title highhghts the film’s 
focus — nudity and gore. Was 
there any concern that you 
might have to be nude in the 


film? 

It wasn’t appropriate for 
my character in this film. 
I’m certainly not opposed 
to it, but there was no 
question that I would not be 
taking my top off in this film. 

How much do these films tap 
into your own fears when 
you’re acting in them? 

The most difficult thing 
for me is that I’m afraid of 
water. In my rush to get 
out to North Carolina, never 
once did it occur to me 
that I’d be spending days 
upon days in water. The 
first day we shot was at 
the lake and I remember 
standing at the edge of the 
lake in my underwear, so 
vulnerable, and about to 
do something that every 
bone in my body said 
do not do, and just being like, 
“Just suck it up, Panabaker! 
You’re going in.” 

Did shooting the scene help 
you conquer your fear? 

Oh, I’m still afraid of water. 
I learned to scuba a little 
bit and breathe off a respirator, 
but I’m still not interested.

Could Prometheus be true? 



Deep space mystery. 

Former head of SETI 
says we may discover 
alien life in the next 
two years

This summer, Earth is imder 
attack. From action films hke 
Prometheus and The Avengers, 
to comedies hke Men In Black 
3, aliens are appearing at the 
multiplex and threatening the 
fate of humanity. 

But, not so fast, says the for¬ 
mer director of the Center for 
SETT Research, Jill Tarter. The 
American astronomer believes 
that these films are just — duh 
— entertainment. 

If extraterrestrial beings 
were to come to our world. 


they’d be so technologically 
advanced that they wouldn’t 
need puny human slaves or 
our meager food. Plus, there’s a 
giant possibility they wouldn’t 
look like an 32 thing we’ve seen 
before — or could even think 
of 

“Whether our imagination 
is up to the task of really appre¬ 
ciating what nature might do 
somewhere else remains to be 
seen,” Tarter told Metro World 
News. “Look at the body plan 
that evolved. Nature experi¬ 
mented and discarded some 
and modified other things. 
There are so many weird 
things on this planet that we 
are beginning to appreciate. I 
think that it might be weirder 
still from some other environ¬ 
ment.” 

Most of Tarter’s career with 
the non-profit SETT Institute — 
which stands for the Search 
for Extraterrestrial Intelligence 
— has been dedicated to exam¬ 


ining the universe for other 
beings. 

Tarter, who recently retired, 
will be discussing her ideas 
about the possibility of aliens 


alongside real astronauts and 
Holl 3 ^ood sci-fi actors at the 
upcoming SETTcon on Jime 22- 
24 in Silicon Valley, Calif 
Tarter believes that humans 


will discover extra terrestrial 
life in the next two years. It’s 
a valid question to ponder, es¬ 
pecially because for thousands 
of years, humanity had to rely 


on priests and philosophers to 
tell them the “truth” about the 
universe. Now thanks to as¬ 
tronomy tools like the Kepler 
space observatory, we have 
discovered more than 2,000 
extrasolar planet candidates to 
date. Many of them are similar 
to our home planet. 

“We can almost taste the 
idea that Earth 2.0 is going to 
turn up in the near future,” she 
said. 

Recently, Tarter has been 
searching for signs of technol¬ 
ogy in the universe, using it as 
a pro>q 2 for intelligence. While 
she and her colleagues haven’t 
foimd any spaceships or ray 
guns. Tarter doesn’t believe 
that means we’re all alone out 
there. 

The data that shows that 
there isn’t any life is also con¬ 
sistent with the possibihty that 
there is abundant life out there. 

“We haven’t been searching 
for veiy long,” she admitted.

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There’s more to pomegranates than 
health drinks and fancy cocktails 



Are you over the pomegran¬ 
ate trend yet? 

If so, you might want to re¬ 
visit it once more. This time 
it’s pomegranate molasses, 
a thick, S 3 nupy concentrate 
that is sweet and tart and as 
delicious as it sounds. 

If you take the unsweet¬ 
ened juice and boil it down 
until it is thick and S 3 nupy, 
you have pomegranate mo¬ 
lasses, a popular flavouring 
in Middle Eastern cooking. 
Pomegranate molasses once 
was unheard of outside of 
ethnic markets, but today can 
be found in the international 
aisle of most larger grocers. 

And if you can’t find it, it’s 
easy enough to make. Buy a 
bottle of pomegranate juice 
(or juice concentrate), then 
boil it until it has reduced 
and become thick. 

The thick, deep-red syrup 
has an intensely sweet-tart 
flavour that pairs surprising¬ 
ly well with savoury dishes, 
especially grilled meats. Pom¬ 
egranate molasses and wal¬ 
nuts are a classic flavouring 
for poultry.

Divide the greens between 
four serving plates, then 
sprinkle each with kosher 
salt. Divide the chickpeas 
between the salads, then top 
with crumbled goat cheese.

On DIY Network’s Yardcore, 
fraternal landscape profes¬ 
sionals Jake and Joel Moss are 
ready to set up homeowners 
with the yard of a lifetime. 

They only get a quick tour 
of the yard and a three-minute 
peek of the homeowner’s in¬ 
terior to get clues, then they 
make it all happen in 48 hours 
— without ever meeting the 
homeowner! 

One attractive and useful 
outdoor structure Jake and 
Joel may consider installing 
is a gazebo — perfect for out¬ 
door dining and entertaining. 

See the below steps for how 
to install a dream gazebo in 
your own backyard. 

Assemble your materials 
Gazebo kits are available at 
home improvement stores 
and can make this outdoor 
DfT project much easier. There 


are many different sizes and 
styles to choose from so be 
sure to compare options to de¬ 
termine what works best for 
you and your yard. 

The manufacturer’s in¬ 
structions are included in the 
gazebo kit and many styles 
will come with their own 
flooring. 

However, if you select a gaz¬ 
ebo kit without flooring, buy 
some pressure-treated wood 
including posts and cedar 
planks. A naturally weather- 
resistant wood such as cedar is 
both functional and attractive. 

Decking screws, a hammer, 
wrench, leveller, post-hole 
auger and saw will be helpful 
to have on hand along with 
landscape marking paint. 

Laying the groundwork 
Using the landscape mark¬ 
ing paint, mark the desired 
position of the gazebo posts. 
Remove any plants from the 
area. 

If you’re building the deck¬ 
flooring yourself, begin by 
using the posthole auger to 
dig holes for the posts, about 
30 inches into the ground. 
Next, place the posts into the 
ground and All the holes with 
quick-setting concrete mix 


and water to hold them steady. 

Install the deck frame by 
connecting the posts with 
the cedar planks using the 
decking screws. Remember to 
wear safety goggles and gloves 
when cutting boards to size. 

Use the leveller to ensure 
the frame is level and be sure 
to support the deck’s framing 
with joists in the centre. Add a 
centre post and cross supports 
and finish la 3 dng the cedar 
plank flooring. 

Assemble the gazebo 
Once the deck flooring is 
complete, assemble the gaz¬ 
ebo and attach it to the floor¬ 
ing. Again, the gazebo kit will 
contain detailed installation 
instructions and will make 
construction much easier. 

As a basic guideline, fit 
the tongue and groove boards 
together to build the walls 
and secure them with screws. 
Next, assemble the roof and 
add the shingles. 

Now that the gazebo is 
built, secure it to the floor 
boards with screws. Bring out 
a table and chairs and begin 
enjo 3 dng your outdoor enter¬ 
taining haven!

Just how rooted are 
you? New show Reno 
vs. Relocate explores 
difficult dilemma faced 
by homeowners 

The dream of home ownership 
can go awiy as time moves on 
when a house that once was a 
perfect fit suddenly falls short 
of meeting your evolving needs. 

Whether copiug with in¬ 
creasingly cramped quarters 
as families expand or simply 
tiring of dwelling in outdated 
surroimdings, many home- 
owners grow keen to scratch 
the itch to shape up their prop¬ 
erty or ship out. 

So should you stay or should 
you go? Designer Robin Lewis 
and real estate agent Vanessa 
Roman seek to help befuddled 
homeowners find die solution 
in Reno vs. Relocate, which pre¬ 
miered Monday at 9 p.m. ET on 
HGTV. 

“The first thiug that we do 
is take an assessment of exactly 
what it is that they need in the 
space, how the space functions, 
but more importantly, how 
it’s not functioning for them,” 
Lewis said in a recent interview. 

Homeowners are able to 
see a graphic simulation of a 
renovated home from Lewis, 
while Roman offers a tour of a 
new home better equipped to 
meet their needs. After seeing 
both options, a choice is made 
to either opt for a makeover or 
move. 

One of the debut episodes 
features Sarah and Marc with a 
tiny kitchen and constant con¬ 
gestion on their home’s main 
floor, coupled with limited 
work space. 

After eight years in the 
home, and now with two kids, 
Marc is ready for more spacious 
surroimdings closer to his of¬ 
fice. Sarah favours going the 
reno route, preferring to stay 
closer to friends, school and 
her work. The couple is wilhng 
to shell out $40,000 for a poten¬ 
tial renovation or $600,000 for 
a new home. 

In a hot, expensive market, 
it may not be possible to af¬ 
ford to remaiu m your current 
neighbourhood m a bigger 
property or to move to a better 
area, said Roman. In that case, 
renovation becomes your lone 
option. 

However, in markets where 
housing is more affordable, it’s 
very easy to pick up and move

Cramped quarters 


There are tricks you can use 
to carve out a little extra 
wiggle room.

versus staying and imdergoing 
a massive reno, she noted. 

“Renovations are fantastic, 
especially because people these 
days really are trying to find a 
home — not just a shell to live 
in,” said Roman. “They want to 
stay in the same property be¬ 
cause they develop a network 
of friends in the neighbour¬ 
hood, their children are going 
to school, they have amenities 
that are close by. 

“Sometimes, as much as you 
love a property, short of knock¬ 
ing the house down and build¬ 
ing something new, it’s not 
going to work. So moving then 
becomes a very viable option.” 

For those primed for a new 
property, Roman said the old 
adage of “location, location, 
location” still holds firm as the 
No. 1 consideration. But she 
also encourages homeowners 
to imagine how the property 
will be amenable to their needs 
in the short and longer terms. 

“You have to imagine the 
space three years from now, 
five years from now, 10 years 
from now,” she said. 

“Robin and I could buy 
a house together and 1,100 
square feet is great. Six chil¬ 
dren later? A httle small. And 
you don’t necessarily want to 
move.” 

While weighing up the de¬ 
cision to renovate, Lewis said 
the parameters of your budget 
should set the course of action 
— and you shouldn’t deviate 
from it. He also suggests item¬ 
izing a top-down to-do list. 

l^ether you’re sprucing 
up a home for sale or staying 
put, Lewis and Roman say there 
are simple, affordable ways to 
make changes. 

Both agree paint is a quick, 
cost-efiBcient option, but Lewis 
cautions against splashing any 
old colour on the wall. 

“When you’re considering 
how to paint a room, people 
look at the paint colours in 
isolation, by themselves. Look 
at what’s going to be in that 


room,” he said. 

“Look at what’s going to be 
outside the window, look at 
how you’re going to want to 
use that room, how you want it 
to feel, and then make the deci¬ 
sion on the paint from there.” 
That includes factoring in furni¬ 
ture and other complementary 
colours in palette, he added.

Grow beautiful flowers, not aches and pains 


Before you dig. The 

right tools and some 
light stretching can stop 
you from throwing out 
your back 


Lugging bags of potting soil, 
turning compacted flower 
beds and pulling hard-to-reach 
weeds offer plenty of exercise, 
but when these tasks are done 
incorrectly they can result in 
stiff and sore joints along with 
muscle, neck and back pain. 


Chiropractors and other 
specialists who treat people 
for aches and pains often see 
a surge in business after the 
weekends from people who try 
to get all their gardening done 
in one go. 

“I equate it to the weekend 
warriors because as soon as 
you get the nice weather, you 
see all the flowers everywhere 
and you go, ‘I’m, just going to 
do it all at once,’ which is not 
the right way to go about it,” 
said Dr. Natalia lishchyna, 
president of the Ontario Chiro¬ 
practic Association. 


“Within about a three-week 
period, from Victoria Day until 
about mid-jime when every¬ 
body is getting all their flowers 
in and gardening done, that’s 
typically the time where you 
hear about their aches and 
pains,” said Lishchyna, who 
runs a chiropractic clinic in 
Oakville, west of Toronto. 

The association’s public 
awareness program, called 
Plant and Rake Without the 
Ache, was laimched because 
chiropractors were seeing so 
many patients with aching 
backs from gardening. 


The most common injuries 
are back strains from lifting 
and reaching and repetitive 
strain injuries in the wrist and 
in the elbow because of the 
planting action. 

Before starting yard work, 
Lishchyna recommends warm¬ 
ing up. “I like to walk around 
the neighbourhood for 10 to 15 
minutes, a brisk walk aroimd. 
I get inspired by the flowers, 
the trees and the bushes so 
that gives me a nice warmup 
and then I’U come home and 
do the stretches,” she said in a 
telephone interview. 


The legs, back, shoulders, 
arms and wrists are used the 
most in gardening. Exercises 
with diagrams can be found 
on the Ontario Chiropractic As¬ 
sociation website, chiropractic, 
on.ca. 

“As people are doing yard 
work we want them to take 
breaks, reasonably three 
an hour,” Lishchyna recom¬ 
mended. “just to get up to 
stretch, go get a drink, sit down 
for a moment, enjoy what 
you’ve done so far and then 
get back to your work,”

“We do want people to 
consider it a form of exer¬ 
cise and it’s a great form 
of exercise, but you’ve got 
to pace yourself to prevent 
the stiffness, soreness and 
injuries that can typically 
happen when you’re not 
doing it right."

If you find gas prices daunt¬ 
ing or didn’t manage to get 
your dibs in on your dream 
cottage back in February, 
maybe you should consider a 
“staycation” this summer on 
a backyard deck. 


Lawrence Winterbum, 
foimder and principal designer 
of GardenStructure.com, es¬ 
timates the average cost for a 
deck in the Toronto area is be¬ 
tween $7,000 and $15,000. 

Rosario Ungaro of Deck 
Builders by Benchmark says 
one can be had for as little as 
$3,600 to $5,000, if it is con¬ 
structed of pressure-treated 


lumber, the cheapest option. 

Pressure-treated lumber 
lasts 10 to 15 years with or 
without finish, Winterbum 
says. 

Ungaro notes cedar is a 
slightly more expensive op¬ 
tion, but Winterbum warns 
not all cedar decks are equal. 

“Western Red Cedar is the 
standard. Without stain it will 
last nearly 20 years, and if you 
pre-finish and maintain the 
stain, you could see closer to 40 
years.” 

Ungaro says the hot trend 


is for considerably more ex¬ 
pensive composite materials, 
especially PVC (polyvinyl chlor¬ 
ide), because of its durabihty 
and low maintenance require¬ 
ments. 

Speaking of expense, 
Winterbum notes financing is 
usually only available through 
larger companies that sub-con¬ 
tract the work to another com¬ 
pany and mark up the contract 
10 to 15 per cent. 

Most people get a line of 
credit or put it on a credit card. 

How about doing it your¬ 


self? Ungaro says the DfT route 
can save you about 40 per cent 
of the cost. But be careful, 
Winterbum says. 

“Fve seen some very serious 
DfT builders in my day, and 
many did overbuild. If they 
have a sum total of five years 
experience, have read about 
the craft extensively, you may 
be able to build hke the pros. 

“Do your research, build 
weU and take your time and 
you will build a beautiful deck. 
If you have a talented carpen¬ 
ter as a friend you could ask 


them to work with you on the 
project. You will quickly realize 
that there is more to it than 
just nailing boards together.” 

How long can a homeowner 
expect the job to take? 

Winterbum says simple 
decks can be built in a day or 
two, while more elaborate 
decks can take two to four 
weeks. 

If the deck is not attached 
to the house and not more 
than 24 inches high, there is 
no building permit required, 
Winterbum says.

Whether you are looking to 
delineate your property or 
give your home a little added 
privacy, a fence is the ideal 
choice to add both style and 
function to your yard. But 
while it’s a job that can be 
done by the DIY set, taking 
some tips — or even some as¬ 
sistance — from the pros can 
help to ensure the job is done 
right the first time for a long 
time. 

“It’s something that people 
can do — the basic prin¬ 
ciples of fence-building are 
fairly simple — but there are 
a couple of things that you 
should do to make it easier,” 
said Brian Kudhaya, owner of 
AMBK Fence & Deck. 

Before doing any work. 


Kudhaya said you must con¬ 
tact Ontario One Call, (onlcall. 
ca) to ensure that your various 
underground connections are 
clearly mapped out — which 
includes hydro, cable, tele¬ 
phone, and gas. “It’s the most 
costly mistake you can make,” 
he explained. “It’s a free ser¬ 
vice, but if you damage one of 
these hnes you’re responsible 
for pa 3 dng to fix it.” 

He added that having your 
property survey on hand is an¬ 
other must to ensure you are 
building on your own land. 
Kudhaya also recommends 
calling in the pros to do the 
heavy lifting — or drilhng, as 
the case may be. “Hire some¬ 
one to dig the post holes and 
put in the posts — that’s the 
hardest part of the job.” 

Fence posts must be sunk 
below the frost line to a min¬ 
imum of three to four feet. 

From there, the style, 
height, and materials used 
in your fence are up to your 
personal preference. The most 
common material used is 
pressure-treated wood, which 
offers added privacy. But there 


are other styles available, in¬ 
cluding chain link, vinyl, and 
even stucco or brick. 

Another key tool the aver¬ 
age homeowner must have 
when building a fence is pa¬ 
tience — especially when it 
comes to ensuring the fence 
posts are properly set. “Some 
people will want to make sure 
that their posts are firmly in 
place, but they won’t wait 
the 12 to 24 hours the con¬ 
crete needs to set,” he said. 
“So they’ll walk by and shake 
the post — and all that does 
is mean that you have to redo 
the concrete. That just adds to 
the cost.” 

And, of course, if you do 
choose to go the professional 
route, either for setting the 
posts or doing the full job, 
make sure you get a reputable 
builder. 

“Ask for references and I 
would suggest sh 3 dng away 
from under-the-table people,” 
he said. “If something goes 
wrong with your fence, a rep¬ 
utable builder will come back 
and fix it. The under-the-table 
people will disappear.”

Hay can also 
wreak havoc for allergy suf¬ 
ferers.” 

Vessel gardening 

If you don’t have the time or 
the green thumb to do your 
own planting but still want 
to surround yourself with 
beautiful flowers, foliage or 
even vegetables, your local 
garden centre can help with a 
variety of pre-planted mixed 
containers. 

“Pre-planted pots of ed¬ 
ibles are growing in popular¬ 


ity because it makes garden¬ 
ing more accessible to a wider 
range of people,” says Nolan.

tomatoes and crisp lettuce 
greens, right in the comfort 
of your own backyard.

“It remains my hope 
that constructive negotiations 
can begin soon and culminate 
quickly so that attention can 
remain where it belongs and 
where everybody wants it to 
remain — and that is on the 
game.”
